Bakker said Edmonton once was a 
national leader in attracting transit 
users. In 1981, he said, the city’s 
per-capita ridership was an unpar- 
alleled 100. 

In 1982, after a bitter winter- 
time transit strike that lasted six 
weeks, the per-capita rate dropped 


- to 80. The following year, the city 


cut overall transit service by six 
weeks, matching the time it didn’t 
pay for the service during the pre- 
vious year's strike.

“It (the drop in per-capita rides) 
was very much due to that cut. If 
you go from 100 to 80 then filter 
down to 62 or 64, there’s some- 
thing very wrong.” 

And it would be wrong for the 
city to increase fares now, Stand- 
ing says. Edmonton Transit has 
just launched an extensive service 
and fare review that will look at 
everything from the types of fare 
boxes in buses to the rates it 
charges and the services it pro- 
vides, Standing wants council to 
hold off on an increase — city 
administrators were asked to 
include a 2.5-per-cent hike in rev- 
enues to keep up with the cost of 
living. That scenario would mean 
the transit system loses some rid- 
ers and maintains revenues of 
approximately $45 million on 
expenditures of about $100 mil- 
lion. 

Standing says that if rates are 
changed, they should more accu- 
rately reflect the needs of passen- 
gers. Seniors pay $55 for an annual 
bus pass (low-income seniors pay 
$25), and students pay $47 per 
month while adults pay $52 per 
month. Standing said price breaks 
aren’t being given where they're 
needed the most. 

“We want to say to council ‘if 
you want to give them some con- 
cessions you'd better give it across 
the board,’ ” she said.

What you'll see on my 
stage is what can happen at parties 
except at parties they can be a lot 
more extreme.” 

Dress for such events can 
include fetishwear (there'll be 
plenty of it on display at Electric 
Lava), but most people bring their 
gear and change once they arrive 
at the party. Neighbors get mighty 
suspicious when they see people 
in leather harnesses walking into 
your house. And the homes them- 
selves often feature dungeons. 

Consider, for example, Miss 
Erika’s place. It’s unlikely to be 
featured in Better Homes and 
Gardens.

‘Every piece of furniture has

Shakespeare’s As You Like It, running at Catalyst 
Theatre. (The play’s opening date has moved to Dec. 
14. It runs until Dec. 19.) 

“T’ve been teaching masks at Grant MacEwan 
Community College for 16 years but this is the first 
time I’m producing a theatre piece with masks for the 
public,” said Brown. “Mask training was central to my 
training as an actor.” 

Brown has been itching to do a masked production 
of the Bard since 1982 when he saw a “fascinating” 
production of The Merchant of Venice. 

Going one step further, he’s also decided to direct 
the Shakespearean romance as a commedia dell’arte. 
The dramatic form of comedy arose in Renaissance 
Italy and is known for the use of improvised dialogue 
and masks. Brown chose the protocol partially to see 
what Shakespeare would sound like as reflected 
through the form’s stock characters (such as the 
Harlequin) and also because it suited his adaptation. 

“We're doing this production character first,” said 
Brown. “We let the masks do Shakespeare as they

f you’re in the mood for a 
| ritesning change from overly 
slick and pretentious produc- 
tions of warhorses like The Best 
Little Christmas Pageant Ever, 
perhaps The Second Shepherd's 
Play will fit the bill. At just about 
an hour in length it’s easy to fit 
into even the busiest schedule. 
Also, you needn't spend lots of 
time dressing up for the occasion. 
Just the opposite in fact, as, if you 
attend in shepherd’s weeds, you'll 
save a few bucks on admission. 

Dressing down a little will also 
help you adopt the needed forgiv- 
ing frame of mind you usually 
reserve for your kid’s school pro- 
ductions. Not that the perfor- 
mances here are at all unpolished, 
but the play relies heavily on the 
indulgence of your gracious imagi- 
nation. 

The Second Shepherd's Play, an 
adaptation by Robert Clinton, fol- 
lows three shepherds on the night 
of Jesus Christ's birth. The trio is 
set to exact retribution from a 
sheep thief but end up bearing 
gifts to the Christ child instead of 
pummelling the thief. 

Unfortunately, McDougall 
United Church doesn’t lend itself 
well to overly elaborate sets or 
lighting wizardry. Director Heather 
Inglis relies instead on enthusiasm 
and refreshing simplicity to win 


over her audience. 

Best, however, to keep that 
audience above the age of about 
12 if you can. Though the play is 
abbreviated enough that young- 
sters don’t have much time to fid- 
get, the rather elevated Eliza- 
bethan style, difficult for kids at 
the best of times, gets garbled in 
the cavernous McDougall. Well, 
it’s not really fair to place blame 
on the venue alone.

Stephen Notley releases a new Bob collection, returns to S|

artoonist Stephen Notley sug- 
Gis there is a thin layer of 

metaphor separating his own 
life from that of his most famous 
creation, Bob the Angry Flower. 
Well, duh. Watching Notley gestic- 
ulate and talk a blue streak over a 
mochaccino in a south-side bistro 
(“I don’t drink much coffee,” he 
confesses), the similarities are 
hard to ignore. 

And with a new compendium of 
Bob cartoons entitled Coffee with 
Sinistar, freshly released to the 
awaiting masses, the correspon- 
dences between Bob and Notley 
will be even more noticeable — to 
those who notice such things. 

“As I was putting the book 
together, I was shaking my head 
how transparently my life is 
reflected in Bob,” Notley said. 
“Certainly my nerd-like obsessions 
are no secret, my tendency to yell 
and complain about things I can’t 
change or to always have some 
better way of doing things, no

In fact, everything seems to be 
up for the scrutiny of Notley’s 
keen comic sensibilities. Close 
attention to the strips and annota- 
tions gathered in Coffee with 
Sinistar yields details from 
Notley’s personal life that other 


people might feel are too painful / 


or personal to reveal. One strip,/ 
about a plane crash that leads the 
survivors to eat each other for sur- 
vival, includes a photocopied pic- 
ture of Notley’s father Grant, the 
respected provincial politician 
who died in a plane crash when 
the cartoonist was 14. Notley 
annotates another strip with men- 
tion of the fact that the week he 
drew it, his mother died. 
Intimations of substance abuse 
and failed romance abound. 

But that’s the way it’s been 
since Notley introduced his 
apoplectic, robot-obsessed blos- 
som to the world in the pages of 
the Solstice, the summer edition 
of the University of Alberta’s 
weekly paper The Gateway, in 
1992. From there, Bob the Angry 
Flower experienced a meteoric 
rise in prestige, moving to SEE 
Magazine, then the Edmonton 
Sun and finally landing in the 
entertainment section of the 
Edmonton Journal. 

Along the way, Notley penned 
enough cartoons to release his 
first Bob book, In Defence of 
Facism, which sold out its press 
run of 1,000 copies, For Sinistar, 
Notley has set the bar higher by — 
printing 3,000 copies.

atching an Atom Egoyan film 
W:: like opening your eyes in 
ultra-slow motion.
